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the changing face of 


twentieth century canada

The Rockies provide a colourful 
panoramic curtain thru’ which 
clean mountain breezes come — to 
carress the prairie floor. 


The prairie sea, seeking tranquility, away from the 
mighty Rockies, rolled and undulated Eastward. As it pro- 
gressed it mellowed. 

In the foothills, dancing grasses, caught in the soft night 
wind, swayed to some mysterious tune. 

The velvety darkness was alive with night sounds. . 
the rustle of small creatures ... the whisper of fragrant 
breezes in the trees and across the Prairie floor, and from 
a small brook, which added its tinkle and gurgle to play a 
melodious counterpart. 

In a clearing of some 200 acres, through which the little 
creek flowed, stood 370 wigwams, of which only a score 
were visible. The flickering yellow of camp fires painted 
dancing shadows on their skin envelopes. 

Twenty paces removed from the largest and most pre- 
tentious lodge, a group of figures sat, encircling a huge 
fire. Although each member appeared in studied com- 
posure, there was a feeling of expectancy in the air. The 
atmosphere was charged with emotion, an intangible some- 
thing that held even the squaws and children quiet. They 
stood well back from the rim of light, quietly watching and 
waiting. 

Of the twelve members sitting, two figures were promi- 
nent. It was upon these men, that all eyes were fixed. 


Inspector Walsh, clad in the scarlet of the North West

Mounted Police, sat erect, but at ease. Across !

It was Ta-Ton-Ka-Tl-A-Ton-Ka, or more fami! 
name which was uttered only with awe — Sitting 

Sitting Bull’s companions were all prominent ' 
the Sioux Nations. They represented the Dh 
Hidotsa; Ofalgoula, Osage and Santee; Winne! 
kotas and Hunpapa. Sitting Bull was of the !at 

Each was dressed in ceremonial finery. Bleac! 
buckskins, tanned to velvety soft suede were ad 
beads and good luck charms. Across each bro: 
head an intricate beaded band from which was a! 
tipped feathers. The ceremonial bonnet hung 
back, thence under the arm, to rest across the riz 


Alberta life 
50,000 years ago. 
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Sitting Bull was speaking, and 
while he spoke, Inspector Walsh lis- 
tened and watched the man curiousiy, 
but without fear. 

Here was a man, he mused, whose 
infamous reputation had been gained 
mainly through the unstable imagina- 
tion of numerous whites. He had been 
labeled as a renegade White... half- 
breed ... Mason ... Catholic... 
graduate of West Point . witch 
doctor . . . scholar and poet. But in 
fact, he couldn't even write his name, 
until one of Walsh’s troopers taught 
him, during his sojourn in Canada. 

The reason for the Americans’ fear 
of Sitting Bull was unmistakably 
real. The year before, on June 25th, 
1876, at Little Big Horn, General 
Custer, against the fervent advice of 
his Scouts, deployed his three com- 
panies to seek out the Sioux. They 
were ambushed and massacred. Some 
370 men died valiantly, because of this 
colossal blunder. 

Inspector Walsh thought ironically 
of the news that he had received from 
time to time. These all indicated that 
Custer was being proclaimed a hero, 
when in fact, he had created blunder 
upon blunder, by failing to establish 
proper communication between his 
troops. 

The Sioux were hostile towards the 
American Government. Reservations 
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set aside for them had been vioiated 
by the Whites, and, this compounded 
by the flagrant dishonesty of  politi- 
cally appointed Indian Agents, com- 
pelled the Indians to band together, in 
one all out attempt to throw off the 
shackles of despotism. 

Lieut-Colonel Irvine, Commissioner 
of the N.W.M.P., upon hearing that 
Sitting Bull and some 5,000 of his 
people had crossed over to Canada, 
ordered Inspector Walsh and a piti- 
fully small force of four troopers, 
which was all he could spare, to seek 
the Chief and find his reasons for the 
crossing. 

This was the task he proposed to 
do, and this was the reason for his 
presence at the Council Fire. 

The N.W.M.P. had a reputation for 
unshakable. determination, tempered 
with fair play. This was now being 
discussed. 

The oratory of Sitting Bull was un- 
deniably strong. He spoke: 

“We have come to the Land of the 
Great White Queen (Victoria) to seek 
living without fear of broken prom- 
ises. That our squaws may have time 
to give birth. That our braves may 
have time to hunt and feed us. 

We have suffered much and long. 
Now we wish only peace. We know 
the White Queen is good. We know 
the White Queen’s soldiers are honest. 
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We know that she shall let us live on 
the land without fear that we shall 
lose, what little we now have left.” 

His companions nodded in agree- 
ment. They were Pretty Bear, Bear’s 
Cap, The Eagle sitting down, Spotted 
Eagle, Sweet Bird, Mira Congae, 
Broadtail, Flying Bird, Iron Dog and 
Little Knife. 

They turned now to watch the 
Inspector. 

Walsh thought for a moment then 
said, “In the Queen's Land, we all live 
as one family. If a white man or 
Indian does wrong, he is punished. We 
shall allow you to remain, but you 
must not use our Lands as sanctity, to 
which you seek safety after raids 
across the border. We shall give you 
enough powder and lead to hunt, but 
no more than this. We shall let you 
live in peace as long as you choose to 
remain.” Walsh added “However, the 
Great White Father from below the 
border wishes to grant you amnesty if 
you will return, These words I have 
promised to tell you.” 

These simple words laid the ground- 
work for all future governmental 
policies from that day on. Firm and 
honest legislation practiced without 
fear or favour. 

Fort MacLeod 

Shortly after the meeting, Fort

Ranching has provided romantic 
interludes for more than one of the 
British Aristocracy. In the 20's the 


Prince of Wales, now the Duke of 


Windsor, bought the famous E.P. 
Ranch, and visited his holdings many 
times before the pressures of Royalty 
forced him into less ferquent atten- 
dance. 

Another ‘member of the Royal Court 
has sold his property, lying just south- 
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Breath-taking country in Jasper National Pork. 
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east of Calgary and adjacent to Mac- 
Leod Trail. 

The historic Earl of Egmont prop- 
erty, 650 acres in all has been sold to 
the Kelwood Corporation for $1.2 mil- 
lions. This will he sub-divided into 
residential and commercial units. 


In the foothills, a $250,000 deal in- 
volving some, 20,000 acres of land has 
created Canada’s first co-operative 
ranching effort. The 7 U Brown 
Ranch, estate of the late Jean Brown 
of High River, 70 miles south of Cal- 
gary, has been sold to 40 stockmen, 
who intend to use it for grazing pur- 
poses. 


Agriculture is still a key in the 
Province’s economy. Some of the finest 
grains in the world are grown in 
Alberta. In March, Agricultural Min- 
ister L. C. Halmrast reported the 
government’s efforts to purchase up- 
wards of 100 quarter sections, just 
west of Olds. The lands will be re- 
stored and allocated as community 
pastures, with a possible future of 
mixed farming. 

The past year saw the second high- 
est harvest in the Province’s k'rtory. 
Increased irrigation, greater diversi- 
fication of crops provided an estimated 
value of some $150 millions. Financial 
returns were so great that some far- 
mers were reluctant to accept pay- 
ments during the 1958 fiscal year, in 
the hopes of reducing their income 
taxes.

100’ streets between property lines, 
and a master plan for the urban boun- 
daries, plus a step by step annexa- 
tion of the suburbs. The urban re- 
gional Planning Commission centering 
in Lethbridge will have eventual con- 
trol over some 13,000 square miles of 
Southern Alberta. 

A Realtor’s dream condition exists 
in that city. There is no shortage of 
serviced land, nor will there be in the 
foreseeable future. The town there- 
fore, is quite unique in Canada. Most 
cities, especially in the older sections 
of Canada, are at least ten years be- 
hind in their servicing programs. 

Nor are the larger cities the only 
ones to feel the tremors of expansion. 
Stettler, Medicine Hat, Red Deer, Fort 
Saskatchewan and other communities 
are pressing ahead. 

In Stettler a $1 million shopping 
centre is approved for construction. 
In Medicine Hat, Town Council is giv- 
ing consideration to a proposed $10 
million residential development involv- 
ing some 1,110 units. 

Fort Saskatchewan, which many 
Easterners believe to be in Saskatche- 
wan, but in fact, is only 15 miles East 
of Edmonton, indicates it is to be 
reckoned with. 

The town now seeks its livelihood 
from the Sherritt Gordon Nickel re- 
finery, which cost upwards of $27 
million. Now, Dow Chemical has 
finalized plans to construct a multi- 
million dollar chemical plant.

Armed with this encouraging news, 
Custom Real Estate Limited, headed 
by Donaid Helmers and George Siil- 
man, Edmonton Realtors, have signed 
an agreement to develop some 60 acres 
on the west side of the town. The 
project costing $3 millions, will house 
an anticipated 2,500 people. 

Everywhere, the sound of hammers, 
saws, trucks, coupled with the bee- 
hive activity of construction crews, 
influence the traveller, who can only 
stop and gape. 

In other cities, construction brass 
usually provide peek-windows for 
supervising ‘side-walk’ engineers. Out 
in Alberta however, these things no 
longer interest the natives. As one 
taciturn construction foreman, clad in 
sweat stained denins and, supporting 
the inevitable 10-galleon upon his 
tousled head said, “Hell, no one’s 
interested in construction here any 
longer ... there’s too damn much of 
it goin’ on!” 

There’s big money in Alberta. 
Money from oil, ranching, construc- 
tion, wheat farming and many other 
diversified sources. Labour, up until 
a few months ago, couldn’t keep up 
with demand. Consequently, even 
office help, which is usually low paid, 
make more than some governmental 
executives. 

Lately, there has been concern about 
the lack of college-trained profes- 
sionals in government positions. Ru- 
mour has it that these men, some of 


them Ph.D.’s, has become disgusted 
and left to take up private work. They 
use as evidence, the fact that some 
Stenographers and Secretaries to Oil 
Men, make more money than a man 
who has spent several college years, 
learning his profession. 

When money is made, it is spent 
and, no one can spend it quicker ’n 
easier than an Albertan. As one 
Economist put it: “If every Canadian 
spent their money like those here in 
this Province, there would never be a 
depression.” 


Be that statement, for what it is 


“worth: gospel or exaggeration, there 


is no doubt in the world, that money 
flows freely. 

To take advantage of that promi- 
nent fact, two multi-million dollar 
hotels will be erected in Edmonton. 


The Sheraton will put up a 17-storey 


building, housing 350 rooms. 

Plans have also been announced for 
an eight-storey hotel at Jasper and 
Ninth. Owned by Eden Roc Invest- 
ments Ltd., the building will contain 
100 rooms, plus a business annex. 

There is also a $1.3 million, 70- 
roomed hotel near completion in the 
Kingsway district. It will open this 
month. 

A problem that has caused much 
concern with Provincial Authorities, 
are the Hutterites. This peculiar re- 
ligious sect, are probably the most 
fecund group on the continent. 

A professor of genetics, claims they 
double their population, every -sixteen 
years. “It is conceivable” he said 
“that, on the basis of this information, 
there will be 64,000 Hutterites in 1998 
and, more than 20,000,000,000 by 
2302!” 

In bio-chemistry, the body cells, 
break apart and multiple. Thus it is, 
with the Hutterites. These communal- 
minded people set up new cells, when- 
ever an old one becomes over-crowded. 
And, wherever new cells are formed, 
land must be bought, in large enough 
quantity to support the obvious popu- 
lation increase. 

To these new communals are sent 
specialists in, animal husbandry, mil- 
lers, flock-tenders, cooks, black smiths, 
mechanics and others needed for their 
skills. 

The Alberta Government, being 
fearful of the idea that the sect may 
soon own all the arable land in the 
Province, has legislated control over 
expansion. 

The Hutterites are not the only 
group to set up for some form of 
Communal living. In the foothills west 
of Calgary, a large scale country resi- 
dential estate is being planned as a

M. Jeffrey Holbrook of Portland, 
Oregon, in his address to the 22nd 
Annual Conference of the Appraisal 
Institute of Canada, held in the Fort 
Garry Hotel, warned: 


“I don’t know how you can survive 
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with satellite governments such as St. 
James, West Kildonan, and the others 
on your border. These satellites are 
hanging on just like a tapeworm, and 
are plain evidence of your need for 
metropolitan government.” 

Mr. Holbrook is an Appraisal Con- 
sultant who handles many ‘interna- 
tional and foreign Appraisals. 

Mr. Holbrook was taken on a tour 
of Winnipeg and suburbs. He took a 
look at some of the undeveloped land 
on the outskirts and exclaimed “Sell 
me some of this Prairie. It won't be 
long until it becomes a City! 

You don’t realize what a rapidly 
expanding city this is, with a rate of 
growth much greater than most 
American cities,” he explained. “Prices 
have nowhere to go but up. 

Your city is bursting at the seams. 
From what I have seen it is having 
fantastic growth.” 

Mr. Holbrook predicted that the 
Greater Winnipeg shopping centres 





now springing up would not deflate 
values in downtown Winnipeg, because 
the rate of growth “is sufficient for all 
businesses, both downtown and_ sub- 
urban.” 

The Winnipeg chapter of the Ap- 
praisal Institute was host for the 
three-day meeting. J. A. MacDonald 
is president of the governing council.

Those who are now concerned with 
most of the leadership given in re- 
spect to land policies, such as zoning 
and community planning, are profes- 
sional men trained in those fields, he 
added, and whi.e they are extremely 
capable in their own field they are 
frequently not familiar with the re- 
sponsibilities and liabilities of the 
individual property owners. 

The Realtor has both this responsi- 
bility — because he sold the man his 
property — and 
cause he has been dealing in property 
development as it is reflected by 
people’s wants and dislikes. His voice 
should be heard in these matters, Prof. 
White urged, and expressed the hope 
that education in the broader aspects 
of the real estste business will serve 
the Realtor well as a means to over- 
coming this problem.

REALTOR ETHICS ESSENTIAL IN 
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One of the more illuminating talks 
given in recent years on the subject 
of ethics as it applies to Realtors, was 
delivered at the B.C. Convention by 
Irwin Davis, Secretary of the Associa- 
tion and of the Real Estate Council of 
B.C. 

Mr. Davis prefaced his talk with 
some basic considerations on ethics as 
a principle, noting that “basically, 
ethics is a consideration of the moral 
philosophy”. 

“My own definition”, he added, “is a 
method of doing business”, or express- 
ing it slightly differently, a consider- 
ation of what people should do in con- 
trast to what they actually do. Thus 
ethics is concerned with human con- 
duct, the actions of a free man doing 
what he knowingly desires to do. 

Pointing out that ethics is not a new 
philosophy, dating back as it does to 
the times of Socrates and Plato, Mr. 
Davis said that the most remarkable 
factor is the change in advanced busi- 
ness thinking to a concern for ethical 
concepts in business activities com- 
bined with an increased sense of re- 
sponsibility towards the community. 
As examples he cited the organized 
community and philanthropie activi- 
ties undertaken by the business man 
— with the “blessing of that previous 
villain, the large corporation”. 
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Another indication cit: 
was that groups such as 
themselves studying subj: 
this are commonplace and play 
damental part in the life of C

Historically it is weakness in the 
second of these that has resulted in 
the low esteem in which business has 
been held. 

A reputation for sharp dealing is 
not a business asset, Davis asserted. 
Quoting Prof. Johnson he noted that 
‘The usual] business experience indi- 
cates that in the long run good ethies 
ordinarily mean good business’. If real 
estate is to contribute anything to the 
improvement of mankind an ethical 
approach is necessary. 

Conceding, therefore, that in gen- 
eral, ethics are necessary for Realtors 
if their occupation is to be distinguish- 
ed from the numerous jobs that con- 
tribute little to the ultimate end of 
mankind, we naturally turn to the 
practical relationships and problems 
in day-to-day business, remembering 
that consideration of this cannot be 
based on a matter of dollars and cents. 

In particular, Davis referred to 
relationships in three particular areas 
and set forth a number of points 
worthy of consideration by those in 
real estate who would aspire to pro- 
fessionalism and ethical practices: 


Agent and Salesman 


1. Callous treatment of an employee 
does not create loyalty. 


2. Employer entitled to best efforts of 
salesman which includes: 

(a) A proper day's work. 

(b) A’ physical and mental com- 
petency for the job in hand. 

(c) The best efforts of which the 
salesman is capable. 

(d) Loyalty. 

Employer must contribute: 

(a) A proper place to work. 

(b) The proper tools with which to do 
the job: receptionist, phones, 
places to interview clients, direc- 
tories, reasonable advertising, etc. 
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(c) The benefit of his experience to 
guide his salesman and assistance 
in their deals. 

(d) Strict supervision at all times for 
the protection of the public. 


Agent and Agent 

Man is a rugged individualist because 

of his very constitution and so tends 

to. competition rather than co- 

operation. 

1. The best interests of the public 
require co-operation. 

2. Competition, fair and proper, is 
good for business. 
Never run down a competitor — 
it cheapens both yourself and the 
business and may make the client 
wonder if you are any better 
yourself. 
At times, co-operation is essen- 
tial both for your own good and 
those of the client. Remember 
your duty is to sell your client's 
property and not to earn the 
maximum commission for your- 
self, 
Avoid pulling a fast one on the 
opposition, your client will not 
think any better of you and it 
will harm you in the long run. 


Agent and Public 


It is here that the question of profes- 

sion or no profession is settled. 

1. If you put the commission ahead 
of the fairness and benefits of a 
sale you are contributing nothing 
to mankind. 

Remember you are acting for 

the vendor. 

Your duty is not to badger him 

till he accepts a ridiculous offer. 

You may make no profit or gain 

apart from commission. 

You should not push a purchase 

into a deal he cannot complete. 

Many matters are those of 

opinion only and this should al- 

ways be made clear. 

You are entitled to respect: 
The customer is not always 
right, you will be respected 
more if you are firm and, you 
owe a duty to your fellow 
realtors to stand fast when it 
is proper to do so.

7,000, is currently fighting annexation 
with Calgary. The City has long cast 
envious eyes upon’its neighbor’s in- 
dustrial potential. 

To some of the older inhabitants, 
Forest Lawn has another connotation. 
To these, the name is still mentioned 
with rancour. 

The Calgary Herald explains these 
luke-warm relations by reviewing a 


swindle, which for sheer nerve, coupled 
to unbelievable naivety, produced a 
story plot, which even the more radi- 
cal screen writers would turn thumbs 
down. “Nobody’d believe it” they’d 
say.

Arriving there, and, casting about 
for some means of parting the local 
natives from their hard earned money, 
real estate was hit upon as the like- 
liest source of swindle. 

Purchasing a large tract of ‘bald 
and treeless prairie” the two went to 
work. First, they printed an illumi- 
nating prospectus which claimed that 
choice land in beautiful Forest Lawn, 
was going fast, “very few lots left” 
and “It would be indeed wise if you 
acted now.” They chose the name of 
the development from Hollywood's 
famous cemetery.) 

The sharks mailed these promotions 
to several hundred Canadians, and, 
many bought sight unseen, lots that 
could have been purchased at $100 
less in better sections of Calgary. 

As is usual with most schemes, sales 
began to fall off. 


The con men, need- 
ing a new idea to prime the pump, 


finally hit upon a gimmick which for 
sheer brilliance of simplicity, is still 
unparalleled. 

At that time, the C.P.R. was in the 
process of restoring railroad ties in 
one nearby section of the country. 

Out raced the promoters, bought 
several hundred used ties, and, early 
one morning started laying them in 
the general direction of Forest Lawn, 
starting at Calgary’s fringe. 

When sufficient had been laid to 
impress the populus, word was let out 
that ‘first class street car transporta- 
tion was being rushed out to Forest 
Lawn.’ 

“That did it.” The Calgary Herald 
states. “With no further effort, they 
sold all the lots and, as rich men,.they 
vanished.” 

Albertans have much to be thank- 
ful for. A good climate, plenty of 
room for expansion, sound and honest 
politics. Parked on the threshold of 
the Rockies, they can enjoy an un- 
trammeled existence when- desired. 
Hunting, fishing, scenery, all abound 
in super abundance. 

Urgency, tempered with a strong 
flavour of enthusiasm, keynotes Al- 
berta’s progress. The Province is 
relatively young and, still feeling its 
mettle, strides confidently down the 
corridor towards the future.
